Let one of them be killed bs seces- 
sionists and it creates more of a sensa- 
tion at Washington than the murder of 
twenty frontiersmen by Indians. All 
requisitions for: troops are promptly 
filled, but let Idabo or Montana ask for 
a single regiment when their citizens 
are being murdered by Indians daily, 
ang they are fold that there are nono to 
spare. The last number of the Idaho 
Index, in speaking of Indian troubles, 
gives the following significant para- 
graph, which serves as a very -good il- 
lustration of affairs in the Territories: 


“If some protection is not extended, 
more than has been, from present ap- 
pearances it docs scem that a part of 
the country will have to be abandoned 
—and large fertile, as well as rich min- 
eral, portions remain undiscovered,” 


The authorities at Washington un- 
doubtedly intend to work for the inter- 
ests of the Territories, but neglecting to 
post themselves on cur affairs, they do 
not seem to nnderstand our true wants. 

It is all very well for Congressional 
delegations to make us visits and favor 
us with pretty speeches. We are glad 
to receive them, but we would like to 
have alittle good, sound practical legis- 
lation in behalf of our interests as a re- 
eult of these visits. We would, also, like 
to see a change in the Indian policy. 
We want the Indian taught to under- 
tand that the Government is able and 
willing to punish his misdeeds; let him 
once become convinced of this and thére 
will be no further trouble. It is true 
Wat our citiaens could turn out en-masss 
and chastise them, snd if they did so it 
would require but asmall force to repeat 
the operatiom but the interest of the 
cotntry would suffer if labor should be 
thus diverted from its legitimate chan- 
pels.

MINING PROSPECTS AND OPERATIONS. — 


But very little work has been done 
in the mines of this District, although 
numberless locations have been made, 
and the District has been long enough 
discovered to have been well tested.— 
The miners here attribute the slow pro- 
gress they have made in developing 
their ledges to the scarcity and high pri- 
ces of supplies. Provisions and tools 
are searce and high, and everybody is 
anxiously awaiting the regular opening 
of navigution on the Colorado. I have 
never seen in any mineral District such 
rich and extensive croppings; and while 
the rich prospects found on numberless 
outcroppings are without doubt mere 
accidental deposites, some of the ledges, 
or rather lodes, indicate an abundance 
and permanency of rich ores... The IIli- 
nois ledge presents a buge outcrop al- 
most its entire length which will pay for 
working in mass. Seams of very rich 
ore, containing lead and antimony in 
different forms, intersect the rock fre- 
quently, and 80 general is the diffusion 
of paying ore that the rock will probs- 
bly be worked without separation. The 

irgin Silver lode presents a large mass 
of rich ore on the surface. From this 
lode I have seen fragments of rock. 
weighing as high as 1,000 pounds, thrown 
off by gads and levers, that will pay, by 
working in mass, several hundred dol- 
lars to the ton. All through the rock 
of this lode virgin silver is found, to- 
gether with a rich sulphuret of silver 
allored with a small amount of antimo- 
ny and lead, The ore, although not of 
the most docile character, is yet capable 
of being worked casy — and 
is rich enongh to bear a heavy per cent- 
age of loss and a costly mode of reduc- 
tion. 

Some two or three companies organ- 
ized in the East have commenced opera- 
tions here. A few months will demon- 
strate whether the extraordinarily rich 
surface rock maintains its bulk and rich- 
ness beneath the surface. If it does, 
then this is destined to be one of the 
richest mining districts ever discovered. 
The mineral district is about three miles 
io length, from north to south, by two 
miles in breadth—Silver Mountain, on 
which the principal claims are located, 
occupying a central. position. Wood is 
abundant, water scarce. The mines are 
located in the Pahranagat range of 
mountains. which form the western 
boundary of the valley of the sane 
name, and are 50 miles distant from the 
nearest Mormon settlement. The new 
town to be built at the head of naviga- 
tion, on the Colorado, is the natural 
point of supplies, not only for this dis- 
trict but for nearly all Utab, the south- 
ern part of Nevada and northern Arizo- 
na. I know of no interior city so favor- 
ably situated to command an extensive 
trade as the town of Callville, or what- 
ever the embryotic city may be termed.
